2. Claims 1-9 are pending for the following reasons. 

Claim Objections 



3. Claims 1-9 are objected to because of the following informalities: The clams are replete 
with pronoun. Pronoun should not be used rather than being referred to by "it", "its" and "their" 
should be set forth. Appropriate correction is required. 
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Dependent claims not specifically objected are objected as being dependent upon an 
objected base claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

4. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, because the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor has not been disclosed. Evidence of concealment of the best mode 
is based upon lack of clarification of the correlation and identification of what structure, material, 
or acts set forth in the specification would be capable of carrying out a function recited in a 
means steps plus function claim limitation. All the claims are replete with phrase "means for", 
which invokes means plus function. 

All claims depending from a rejected base claim are also rejected as containing the same 
deficiencies. 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 
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All the claims are replete with the word "each" which does clearly specify; 
In claim 1, line 6 "means for formulating" has no structure support, therefore the phrase 
is indefinite; 

7. Claim 1 recites the limitation "said maintenance system for" in line 25. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. It is unclear as to which one of the 
equipment being performed on, therefore it is indefinite; 

The phrase "being characterized" is indefinite. 

All claims depending from a rejected base claim are also rejected as containing the same 
deficiencies. Also, claims 1-9 are replete with 1 12 issues, therefore the entire claims 1-9 should 
be checked for 1 12 error type. 

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. The cited documents are of general interest.
